George McManus, who draws 
“Bringing Up Father” for the State 
Journal, is one of the most clever car- 
toonists and a daughtsman as well, Al- 
bert T. Reid, well known Topeka art- 
ist and’ cartoonist, told the Current 
Topic chib of the Y. M. C, A. in a 
“chalk-talk” at the association build- 
ing last night.

“Most cartoons are drawn several 
times the size they appear in the pa- 
pers, and reduced,” he explained. “In 
the case of Jiggs in the State Journal, 
McManus draws these comic strins 
just as they appear. It takes excep- 
tional ability to do this. McManus is 
a draughtsman as well as an artist.” 

In his caricatures Reid drew Presi- 
den Wilson in cowboy attire, mounted 
on a horse chasing the kaiser. He
